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Ten dead, thousands 
evacuated as floods 
sweep Europe

PRAGUE (AFP) -Tliausctnds 
were forced from their homes 
and at least ID people were 
killed as floodwaters deluged 
swathes of Europe on Mon¬ 
day, including tlie lustone 
centre of the Czech capital 
Prague. 

Shops and schools were 
shut and ro ad and rail trans- 
portwere disrupted across the 
Czech Republic, Austna and 
Gemiany foil owing torrential 
rains. 

The flooding caused chaos 
at Prague Zoo where around 
1,DOO animals were moved to 
higher ground after the 
tava nver burst its banks late 
Sunday. 

Zookeepeis had to tran- 
quilise tigers and otlier large 
animals in a dramatic 
ovemiglit operation 

"It's a ternfymg feeling to 
expenence this all over 
again," Petr Velensky, the 
zoo's reptile specialist, told 
AFP, recalling how many an¬ 
imals drowned in a 30D2 
flood 

Czech rescue crews were 
searclung for four more peo¬ 
ple believed to have died in 
floo dwaters tliat cut p o wer to 
tens of thousands of house¬ 
holds 

The heavy rainfall has 
triggered nightmarish memo¬ 
ries of the 20D2 floods that 
killed dozens in the region in¬ 
cluding 17 in the Czech Re¬ 
public alone 

The Czech government 


declared a state of emergency 
Sunday, d epl oying 3,0 0 D 
troops in its rescue dnve as 
more than 3,DOO people were 
evacuated from tlieir homes, 
officials said 

A house collapse claimed 
two lives south of Prague, 
while an electncian was 
killed trying to switch off a 
transformer as a precaution, a 
woman pen shed when she 
was hit by a falling tree 
branch and tliree men 
drowned in rivers or drains 
around the country, police 
said. 

"You realise here what na¬ 
ture can do. How helpless we 
really are despite having all 
our teclinology," Prague pen¬ 
sioner Helena Holubova said, 
watching the water nse from 
a hndge over the Vltava in 
central Prague. 

With Prague's 14th-cen¬ 
tury Charles Bndge under 
threat, a 35-tonne excavator 
was at work tliroughout the 
day Monday to remove de¬ 
bris piling up around tlie 
structure. 

The nver was expected to 
peak 111 tlie capital on Tues¬ 
day. 

Thou s and s o f hou s ehol ds 
were lut with power outages, 
while fallen trees snarled rail 
traffic aero ss western regions 
of the Czech Ps-epublic, where 
chemical plants were also 
shut down as a precaution to 
prevent dangerous spills seen 
in 2003

the Baptist. Tliose participat¬ 
ing ill tlie event were usually 
quite drunk, so their efforts to 
win were lengthy and comi¬ 
cal. The winner received the 
bird as a pnze, winch usually 
then went into tlie soup pot, 
so nothing went to waste. 

Ill our modem and more 
humane times, the contest has 
evolved into a ntualistic 
dance tliat a number of island 
folklonc groups perfomi dur¬ 
ing the holiday. Today, the 
rooster is now replaced witli a 
native gourd, the calabasli, as 
a substitute. Festive song and 
dancers in bnght yellow and 
red costumes psrfonmng tlie 
traditional dance, are the heart 
of celebrations that various 
community centers schedule 


within their neighborhoods to 
observe tlie holiday. A ntual 
bonfire, replicating the prac¬ 
tice of clearing the fields of 
chaff by setting them afire, 
will usually end the evening.

MIAMI -- Tropical storm 
forecasters are taking note 
of a low pressure system 
just north of the Yucatan 
Peninsula that will likely or¬ 
ganize itself into a tropical 
depression in the Gulf of 
Mexico hy midweek. It is 
too soon to say how much 
and how quickly the system 
will develop or exactly 
where it might go. 

On Monday morning tlie 
National Hurricane Center 
described the system as "a 
large area of cloudiness and 
disorganized thunder- 
stomis,” and said "any de¬ 
velopment of this system is 
likely to be slow ... due to 
marginally favorable envi¬ 
ronmental conditions.” 

The NHC gave it only a 
30 percent chance of devel¬ 
oping into anything senous 
over the next 4S hours, but 
other forecasters say it is 
still worn some and could 
bnng at least heavy rams to 
some place on the Gulf 
coast by the end of the 
week.

Dutch railways wants to dump Italian 
high-speed train 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
national railways on Monday 
said they wanted to 
CO sdy hi gh- speed trains made 
by Italian company An sal do- 
Breda, three days after a sim¬ 
ilar decision was announced 
in Belgium. 

Tlie Dutch P.ailways (NS) 
Board "has indicated that 
they no longer want to go 
through with the V250 train 
made by Ansal do Breda," the 
NS said in a statement on 


Monday e^rening. 

"An investigatiGn into the 
technical aspects have con- 
fimied that the V250 was 
completely unreliable," tlie 
NS added. 

Known popularly as tlie 
"Fyra", the high-speed train 
was supposed to carry pas¬ 
sengers from Amsterdam to 
Bmssels at speeds of around 
250 km/h (155 miles per 
hour), but has run into major 
problems since its official 
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launch on December 9 last 
year. 

Local news reports said 
the trains were often late be¬ 
cause of problems with soft¬ 
ware, brakes as well as parts 
of the train loosening and 
falling off among other is¬ 
sues 

On January 17, just over a 
month after its official 
launch, the NS decided to 
take all Fyras off the track 
and opened a fiill-scale 
probe. 

"Based on the conclusions 
of an extensive investigation, 
the NS has come to the con¬ 
clusion that continuing with 
the V25Q would he irrespon¬ 
sible and not desirable for 
travellers," the NS said 

The NS's conclusions are 
to be presented to Dutch Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jeroen Dijs- 
selbloem later this week, 
IXitich me dia rep orte d, saying 
opposition parties in parlia¬ 
ment had called for an urgent 
debate on the issue. 

Venezuela 
media group 
sold, company 
says 

CARACAS (AFP) - Tlie 
Venezuelan media group Ca- 
dena Cap riles, which owns 
the country's largest circula¬ 
tion newspaper, announced 
Monday it is being sold to an 
unidentified group of local 
investors. 

Miguel Angel Capnles, 
the group's president, an¬ 
nounced the sale in a notice 
to employees disclosed on 
the website of its flagslnp 
dady Ultimas Noticias, an in¬ 
fluential tabloid with broad 
national circulation. 

The announcement said 
the group and all its assets 
were being acquired by '‘a 
known Venezuelan investor 
group," "which will take over 
management of the company 
over a 60 day period. It did 
not further identify tlie group. 

Ultimas Noll Cl as has a 
dailv circulation of 270,000 
and 350, DOD on weekends Its 
editor Eleazar Diaz F^.angel is 
considered close to the gov¬ 
ernment, but opposition 
columnists are well repre¬ 
sented on its op ed page. 

Henrique Capnles, the op¬ 
position leader who is chal¬ 
lenging the outcome of Apiil 
14 presidential elections to 
replace the late Hugo 
Chavez, is distantly related to 
the group's owners but has no 
stake in the comp any. 
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More than 60 countries sign new arms trade treaty 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
More than SD couintries on 
Monday signed a landmark 
coiwentional anns trade 
treaty but the United States 
held back horn joining the 
fiirst wave of signatories 
while Russia and China are 
expected to stay out of the ac¬ 
cord 

The UN-brokered treat>^is 
the first covering weapons of 
any kind for more than a 
decade and aims to bnng 
transparency and protection 
of human n^ts into tlie often 
dubious $S5 bilhon-a-year 
global trade. 

UN Secretary General Ban 
Ki-moon said the treaty will 
"put an end to tlie 'free-for-all' 
nature' of weapons dealing 
and make it harder for war¬ 
lords, pirates and terronsts to 
get arms " 

The treaty covers tanks, 
armored combat vehicles, 
large-caliber artillery, combat 
aircraft, attack helicopters, 
warslups, missiles and mis¬ 
sile launchers, as well as tlie 
vast trade in small arms 

Countries that ratify the 
treaty would have to evaluate 
b efore making a deal whether 
it nsks breaching an interna¬ 
tional embargo, violates 
human nghtslaw, or could be 
used by terrorists or crimi¬ 
nals. 


The opening of signatures 
was desenbed as an "ex¬ 
tremely important milestone" 
by ministers and other repre¬ 
sentatives of Argentina, Aus¬ 
tralia, Britain, Costa Rica, 
Finland, Japan and Kenya 
which sponsored the first 
20D6 UN resolution calling 
for treaty talks. 

Argentina was the fiirst of 
6 3 countries to sign the treaty 
on the first day. 

Fifty ratifications are 
needed for the treaty to come 
into force Finland's Foreign 
Minister Erkki Tuomioja said 
this could be done within a 
year. 

The UN General Assem¬ 
bly passed the treaty in Apnl 
when 154 countnes voted in 
favor, but Syria, Nortli Korea 
and Iran voted against and 
Russia, China, Egypt and 
India were among 23 coun¬ 
tnes to abstain. 

PmsSI a and China are not 
expected to join the treaty 
any time soon. 

Among major arms ex¬ 
porters, Bn I am, France and 
Gemiany all signed the treaty 
on the first day. 

Gemiany's Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Guido Westerwelle called 
the treaty a 'lusloncal break¬ 
through". 

But he added that tlie 
treaty "can only make a real 
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difference if it is fully imple¬ 
mented on a global scale. Dur 
first task is to push for its 
early entry into force." West¬ 
erwelle said the German par¬ 


liament will start work on a 
draft ratification law this 
week. 

Tlie United Slates, the 
world's biggest exporter of 


arms and ammunition, played 
a key role in getting the treaty 
passed but was not among the 
first signatories.

Philippines passes 
strict gun measure 


MANILA (AFP) - Philippine 
President Benigno Aqiimo has 
signed a law making il harder 
for piivate individuals to own 
firearms follawing a senes of 
high-profile deatlis this year, a 
goveininent spokeswoman 
said Sunday. 

Under the law signed last 
week, those seeking to buy 
fireanns wiU have to undergo 
dnig and psychological tests 
and should not have a cnminal 
record or pending court cases 

Tliey will also have to show 
proof of income as well as a 
valid tax return and secure 
dearance fiomtlieir respective 
city or Ilium cipal police of¬ 
fices. 

Quahfied citizens wiU only 
he sdlowed to own small 
fireaims, and those who fail to 
renew their gun licence eveiy 
two years will have their 
weapons confiscated by police. 

Hie government was also 
stepping up its dnve against il¬ 
legal guns, with police going 
fi'om door to door to check on 
potential sources of unlicensed 


weapons deputy presidential 
spokeswoman Abigail Valle 
said. 

Gun Dwnersbp is a sensitive 
issue in the Ptulippines, where 
many own or cany firearms to 
protect themselves amid ram¬ 
pant cnmmality. 

It was not deal' how the law 
wdl help address tlie prolifera¬ 
tion of unlicensed fireanns or 
tire tlmving black market trade 
of these weapons 

Tire issue took centre stage 
in Jeaiuary, following a spate of 
shooting deaths, including two 
children Inl by sti'ay bullets on 
NewYeai's Eve. 

A drug-crazed gumnan also 
killed seven people in a slum 
rampage, and a shoot-out 
linked to a gambling turf-war 
left 13 dead, among them cor- 
mpt police and militaiy offi¬ 
cers.

Pentagon 
weighs 
larger 
post-2014 
force In 
Afghanistan 

WASHINGTON (AFP)-Hie 
Pentagon is weiglung a pro¬ 
posal for a lai'gei; temporary 
US force to remain m 
Afgliauistan after most NATO 
combat troops withdraw in 
3014, a spokesman said Mon¬ 
day. 

Officials had previously 
suggested President Barack 
□haina's adinini strati ou was 
considering a smaller force of 
up to 3,000-13,000 troops to 
stay in Afghanistan after the 
bulk of a NATO-led contingent 
depaits as planned at the end 
of 3014. 

But the former US and 
NATO commander in 
Afghani St an, retired general 
John Allen, and a former top 
Pentagon official, Michele 
Floumoy, floated the idea last 
week of a "bridging force" that 
would expand the post-3014 
presence by several thousand 
troops for up to three years. 

The additional ti'oops would 
be able to provide air power, 
medical evacuations and other 
support to the Afghan forces, 
which will sbll lack some ca¬ 
pabilities when NATO forces 
depait in 3014, according to 
AUen and Flournoy, who out¬ 
lined the idea in a report re¬ 
leased Friday. 

The Pentagon confirmed for 
the first time Monday tliat tlie 
option was being considered. 

Tlie option of a larger US 
force appears to signal arecog- 
nibon m the Obama adminis¬ 
tration that ttie Afghan forces 
may need more help after 3014 
than originally hoped. 

The Afghan army and police 
have grown rapidly in a multi- 
billion international effort to 
build up the country's seennty 
forces, winch now number 
rouglily 350,000

Michaei Dougias denies biaming 
orai sex for his cancer 



LOS ANGELES (AFF) - A 
spokesman for Michael Dou¬ 
glas denied Monday that the 
Hollywood veteran actor had 
blamed his throat cancer on 
oral sex. in a Bntish newspaper 
interview. 

nie spokesman said the dS- 
year-old “Fatal Attraction" star 
had discussed diehnkbetween 
oral cancers atid oral sex, 
among other nsk factors, but 
was not refenmg to Ins own 
specific case. 

"Michael did not say cun- 
nilmgus was the cause of his 
cancer," spokesman Allen 
Buriy told AFB refemng to tlie 
stale's interview with Biitish 
daily die Guardian 

In die newspaper interview 
Douglas, who sta's in the just- 
released biapic of flamboyanl 
enteitamer Liberace, “Behind 
The Candelabra," said Ins can¬ 
cer was caused by die human 
p apiUomavims (HPV). 

"Without wanting to get too 
specific, dhs paiticulai' cancer 
IS caused by HPy which actu¬ 
ally comes about fi’om cun- 
nilmgus," he was quoted as 
saying. 

"I did worry if the stress 
caused by my son's incarcera¬ 
tion didn't hdp trigger it. But 
yeah, it's a sexually ti'ansmitied 
disease diat causes cfflicer," he 


added, refeiTmg to Ins son 
Cameron's jailing for 
drug offenses. 

But Douglas's 

spokesman said the actor 
was talking in general, 
not persons! terms. “This 
IS not the cause of Ins 
cancer," he said. 

"Is dns a cause of oral 
cancers? Yes, along widi 
drinking, along with 
smoking, along with 
stress, along with pollu¬ 
tion. All of those dnngs 
cause oral cancer. 

The two-tune Oscar 
winner revealed in 3010 
that he was hatding widi 
stage-four cancer, but 
beat the disease thanks to a 
grueling re^ie of chemodier- 
apy and radiotherapy 


" I have to idbeck in regulaiiy 
-- now It's every six months - 
but I'm more diau two years 
clean;" he told the Guai'dian 
"And widi dns kmd of cancer, 
95 pei'cent of the time it doesut 
come back." 

Research studies from 
Mahno Umversily's Faculty of 
Odontology and in The New 
England Journal of Medicine 
bodi suggest a correladon be¬ 
tween oral sex and dnoat can¬ 
cer. 

HPV infection is also the 
cause of 99 percent of cases of 
cervical cancel; according to 
studies cited by Britain's Na- 
donal Health Service (NHS). 

Douglas'wife, Oscai'-winner 
Cathenne Zeta-Jones, in April 
received fuilher treatment for 
bipolar disorder.

US Supreme Court favors 
DNA samples 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Hie US Supreme Court on 
Monday upheld die power 
of law enforcement offi¬ 
cers to take DNA sainplei; 
fi'om suspects of senous 
crimes, saying it's no dif¬ 
ferent than fingerprinting 
or mug shots. 

In a 5-4 decision, the 
lughest court in tlie nation 
reinstated tlie 30 03 rape 
conviction of a Maryland 
man tliat lunged on DNA 

collected when he was _ 

taken into custody in an 
unrelated assault case six years 
later. 

“DNA 1 dentifrcation of ar¬ 
restees is a reasonable search 
tliat can he considereEi part of 
a routine booking procedure," 
said Justice Antliony Kennedy 
writing for tlie majority. 

Taking and analysing a 
cheek swab of the arrestee's 
DNA IS, like fingerprinting 
and photographing, a legiti¬ 
mate p oh c e b 0 0 king pro cedure 
tliat IS reasonable under the 
Fourth Amendment, " Kennedy 
said. 

Police in Maryland, using a 
buccal swab, had collected 
DNA from Alonso King when 
he was arrested m the Mid-At¬ 
lantic state's Eastern Shore re¬ 
gion in 2009 for tlu'eatemiig a 
gi'oup ofpeople with a shotgun 

\^en that sample went into 



tlie state DNA database, it was 
found to match DNA collected 
in 2003 m an Eastern Shore 
rape case m which the victim 
had been attacked by an armed 
intruder in her home. 

It went on to be used to 
charge, convict and sentence 
King to life in pnson for rape 
-- but the verdict was over¬ 
turned by Maryland's Goiirt of 
Appeals, which deemed the 
DNA swab to be a violation of 
King's rights against unreason¬ 
able search under the Fourtti 
Amendment of tlie Constitu¬ 
tion 

Setting out Ins dissenting 
view. Justice Antonin S call a 
expressed deep concern about 
tlie potential of DNA samples 
winding up m a national data¬ 
base "if you aie ever arrested, 
rightly or wrongly, and for 
whatever reason."

Ford 
recalls 
465,000 
cars for 
fuel leaks 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Ford on Monday announced 
the recall of 4d5,000' model 
2013 cars worldwide to fix a 
possible fuel leak tliat has the 
potential to catch fire. 

The vein cl e models include 
the 3013 Ford Explorer, Tau¬ 
rus, Flex, Fusion, Interceptor 
Utility, Interceptor Sedan, and 
Lincoln MKS, MKT and 
MKZ, Ford said. 

Tire fuel delivery module in 
the cais can leak and cus¬ 
tomers hav e rep oite d b o th fu el 
odors and signs of leaking fuel 
on the ground. 

"Wlnle a fuel leak in the 
presence of an ignition source 
may result m a fire, there have 
been no reports of fires," Ford 
said "We are not aware of any 
accidents or injuries attributed 
to this condition." 

Most of the cars were sold 
in the United States and 
Canada, but some 53,000 
were delivered in other mar¬ 
kets.

Apple tliroughout the nego¬ 
tiations info mi ed tlie publish¬ 
ers of tlie status of its dealings 
with other publishers. Apple 
was the "ringmaster" of the 
"conspiracy," tlie complaint al¬ 
leges 


The government is expected 
to use emails and comments 
fi'om die late Apple CEO Steve 
Jobs, which indicated that as 
part of a deal to force a new 
pricing model, publishers 
should "hold back your books 
from Amazon." 

"The shai'ply higher prices 
consiunershavepaid.. arethe 
direct, quantifiable result of 
defendants' conspiracy," the 
government said. 

Apple dismisses the "con¬ 
spiracy" chaige and said its ne¬ 
gotiations with tlie publishers 
were " di ffi cull and c on- 
tentious." 

i^ple acknowledged that it 
did inform publishers about its 
talks with other firms, but 
chai'actenzed this as a "stan- 
dai’d negotiation tactic." 

Among the publishers 
named in the lawsiut last year, 
Pengiun settled for $75 mil¬ 
lion, while Hachette, Harper 
Collins and Simon & Schuster 
created a $69 million fund for 
refunds to consumers. 
Macmillan settled for $2d mil¬ 
lion.

China’s Xi offers Caribbean currency, auto industry 


nations support 


Preiiidenl Xj Jinpmg vowed 
coutimied support for the 
Caribbean region as he met a 
group of Caribbean leaders m 
Trinidad and Tobago on the 
weekend. 

During lunch and in sepa¬ 
rate meetings, Xi met leaders 
from the Bahamas, Barbados, 
Doimmca, Granada, Guyana, 
Jamaica and Suriname. 

He renewed Cluna's efforts 
Id support Caiibhean nations' 
development by stepping up 
initiatives from die third Chma- 
Canbbean Trade and Economic 
Cooperation Forumm 2011. 

He pledged assistance in 
projects such as setting up one 
or two agricultural technology 
centers within tlie iiezt three 
years, sending 100 medical 
workers to the regioix ti'aimng 
100 postgraduate students and 
providing 1,000 scholarships 
for students. 

Li Changhua, fomier Chi¬ 
nese ambassador to Costa Pdca, 
said Cluna and the Caribbean 
region countries ai‘e economi¬ 
cally complementary. 

"China's products are wel¬ 
comed by local people and 
these CDuntnes have dieir own 


competitive products to export 
to Cluna," Li said. 

Cluna can assist these coun¬ 
tries with their econonuc devel¬ 
opment, said Li, adding that 
cooperation in touiism has 
great potential as Caribbean 
countries have been populai' 
tourist destinations. 

Xi, the first Clunese presi¬ 
dent to visit Tnnidad and To¬

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Umted States announced addi¬ 
tional sanctions on Iran yester¬ 
day targeting its currency and 
automobile mdusiry, stepping 
up pressure over Tehran's nu¬ 
clear' pro gi'am. 

An executive order by Pre¬ 
sident Bai'ack Obama autho¬ 
rises sanctions on foreign 
frnancial institutions that make 
transactions in the rial cur¬ 
rency or keep accounts deno¬ 
minated in the rial outside tlie 
CDunUy. 

The White House also au¬ 
thorised sanctions against any¬ 
one involve dm the agiufrcant 
sale of goods and services to 
Iran's auto mdustty. 

"Tlie steps taken today ai'e 
part of President Obama's com¬ 
mitment to prevent Iran from 
acqiuring a nuclear weapon, by 
raising the cost of Iran's defi¬ 
ance of the international com- 
mututy," Wlute House spokes¬ 
man Jay Carney said. 

Tlie sanctions came as part 
of a sti'ategy aimed at forcing 
the Iraman rial to devalue and 
to hobble Iraiuan industry as 
Tehi'an refuses to bow to inter¬ 
national pressure to reel in its 
nuclear efforts 

Last month Treasury Under 
Secretary forTerronsm and Fi¬ 
nancial Intelligence David 
Cohen told Congress that, even 
the US govenunent was turn¬ 
ing its focus to die nal as a way 
to frirtlier isolate Iran from the 
international frnancial system.

fr'om the US financial system 
any iiisbUiCi on Ui at han dl es sa g- 
mfrcant transactions or ac¬ 
counts 111 the nal outside Iran. 

"■While tlie nal has lost half 
of its value since tlie beginning 
of 20r2 as a result of our com¬ 
prehensive sanctions, tins is 
the first time tliat trade in the 
nal has been targeted directly 
for sanctions," Carney said. 

A US official said tlie aim of 
die order was to make the nal 
"unusahle“ outside Iran until 
the Islamic Republic makes 
conce SSI ons o n its nu d eai' pro - 
gram. 

"Tlie idea here is to make 
the rial essentially unusable 
outside of Iran," the official 
told reporters on condition of 
anonytmty 

Additionally tlie White 
House said, it was “taking aim 


at a ma]Gr revenue generator 
for lran“ by audio rising die 
Treasuiy to blacklist anyone 
involvedm the sale, supply, or 
transfer to Iran of significant 
goods or services for the ma¬ 
nufacture or assembly of cars, 
trucks, motorcycles or other 
veludes. 

“Even as we intensify our 
pressure on die Iraman govern¬ 
ment, we hold the door open to 
a diplomatic solution diat al¬ 
lows Iran to rejoin die commu¬ 
nity of nations if they meet 
their obligations,“ Carney said 
111 a statement. 

"However, Iran must under¬ 
stand that dine is not unlimited 
If the Iranian govenunent con¬ 
tinues down its cun'eiit padi, 
there should be no doubt that 
die Umted States and our part¬ 
ners win condnue to impose in¬ 
creasing CDiisequences."

Africa plans emergency force, 
but can it deliver? 



NAIROBI (AFP) - Aware that 
they have failed to get a fully- 
fledged peacekeeping force up 
and running, Afincan leaders 
now plan a rapid-deployment 
emergency force, hut analysts 
question whether it can de¬ 
liver. 

The Aflican Union's 
"African Standby Bngade“, 
meant to inteivene swiftly in 
regional crises, has made little 
headway since preparations 
for a proposed force of 33,500 
troops and civilians drawn 
from the continent's five re¬ 
gions started a decade ago. 

Only two of five regional 
sections are close to becoming 
operational. 

Anew emergency force an¬ 
nounced tins week is intended 
to bridge tlie gap pending the 
frill coming into operation of 
thathngade, AU security clnef 
Ramtane Lamamra said at the 


organisation's 
headquarters m 
the Ethiopian 
capital. 

South Afiica, 
Uganda and 
Ethiopia hsvG 
pledged troops to 
the interim force. 
Funding and 
troop contribu¬ 
tions will come 
from member 
states on a volun¬ 
tary basis 

The AU was 
criticised for not 
responding fast 
enough to ciisis in Mali, after 
soldiers seized power in a 
coup m Mai'ch 3D13, opening 
the way for Islamist rebels to 
take over the country's north. 

However, some analysts ai'e 
hopeful. 

Solomon Ay el e Dersso, sen¬ 
ior reseai'cher on conflict pre¬ 
vention at South Afiica's 
Institute for Security Studies, 
said the emergency force 
could work since tire troops for 
it will be volunteered by mem¬ 
ber stales with proven military 
ceg] a city, instead of trying to 
include soldiers firom eveiy 
member state, as the full 
Standby Bngade proposes. 

Tire new force will have to 
make the best of an ungainly 
name: tire Afircan Capacity for 
Immediate P^.e3p□nse to Crises 
(ACIRC). 

Hre force will be tasked 


with "carrying out operatioirs •

Canada bilingualism 
falls for first time in 40 
years 



OTTAWA (AFP) - Freiich- 
English bilingualism in 
Canada recently fell for the 
first time m four decades, the 
nation's stallsfics agency re¬ 
ported 

According to the last census 
in 3011, 17 5 percent of Cana¬ 
dians are able to conduct a 
conversation m both English 
and French, Statistics Canada 
said. 

The figure is down slightly 
fi'om a peak of 17.7 percent 
dmmg a previous count in 
2001, after using steadily 
eveiy decade from 13.1 per¬ 
cent in 19(51. 

Tire agency noted that the 
total number of bilingual 
Canadians actually increased 
from 5.2 million in 2001 to 5. S 
million in 2011, but was out¬ 
paced by growtli in the total 
population of Canada dining 
file period. 


Hie slowdown in biligual- 
isni occured in tandem with 
file decline in file proportion of 
students exposed to Freiidi as 
a second language, and an in¬ 
crease m the number of inimi- 
grants, it said. 

Canada's institutionalized 
use of both English and 
French began m the early 
19l50s after a push by fi'an- 
cophones for French-language 
services. Canada had ongi- 
iially been a Freiiich colony but 
Britain captured it with its 
French population

World number one Djokovic 
goes on to face Gemian 35- 
yeai-old Tommy Haas, who 
became the tlnrd oldest man to 
reach tlie last-eight witb a com¬ 
fortable 6-h i3-h ^-3 win over 
volatile Russian Mikhail 
Youzhny. 

Nadsi, bidding to become 
tlie Erst man to win the same 
Grand Slam title eight times, 
trounced Japanese IStli seed 
Kei Nisinkon 6-4, 6-1, 6-3. 

It was third-seeded Nadal's 
56th will in 57 career matches 
at Roland Garros. 

Tlie defending champion 
next faces Swiss ninth seed 
Slamslas Wawimka who 
reached bis first French Open 
quarter-final, beating French 


seventh seed Richard Gasquet, 
6-7 (5/7), 4-6, 6-4, 7-5, S-6. 

" I needed to earn my victory, 
and in tbe end it was good I'm 
really glad to get through, be¬ 
cause he's a good quality oppo¬ 
nent and he's a speci^ist for 
this surface," said Djokovic of 
Kohlsclireiber. 

On facing 13lh-sceded Haas, 
against vdiom he has a 4-3 win¬ 
ning record, the Serb said: “1 
have a lot of respect for 
Tommy.

Djokovic, the runner-up to 
Nadal lastyeai; needs a French 
Open title to complete a cai'eer 
Gland Slam. 

The last time he failed to 
reach the last-eigfit of a ma]or 
was m Pans in 3DD9 when he 
lostintlie fourth round to Mon¬ 
day's opponent 

Nadal arrived in Paris hav¬ 
ing collected six titles in eiglit

Nadal was presented with a 
giant biithday cake and he will 
be looking for more celebra¬ 
tions on Wednesday in tlie 
quaiter-finals as he bolds a 9-0 
cai'eer lead over Wawiinka. 

Haas became the first Ger¬ 
man in 17 years to readi the 
quarter-finals and the oldest 


man to make tlie last eight at 
any Grand Slam since Andre 
Agassi at tlie 2005 US Open. 

Haas had also made history 
in the Uiird round when he 
needed a record 13 match 
points to beat John Isner. 

Only Pancho Gonzales, who 
was over 40 when he made the 
last eight in 196S, and 39-yeai'- 
old Istvan Gulyas in 1971, 
have got tliis farm tlie touiiia- 
ment at Haas's age.
